‘‘SPARTACUS.'* 


The Author’s Story «t How Ho Cmme 
to Write It. 

A writer In the Lewiston Journal 
who Interviewed Rev. Elijah Kellogg 
says: 

When asked if he lrnd written any 
declamations besides “Spartacus to the 
Gladiators,” "Itegulus to the Cartha¬ 
ginians.” “Virginius to the Roman Ar¬ 
my” and “Pericles to the People," he 
replied that, he had written “Icilius,” 
but that it had never been published. 
Then he asked the writer if he had 
ever heard how “Spartacus” came to 
be written, and when told that he had 
never heard an authentic statement 
concerning it Mr. Kellogg said: 

“During my first year in Andover 
Theological seminary we were required 
to write original declamations and de¬ 
claim them before tin audience. A com¬ 
mittee of three seniors criticised the 
speaker publicly, and Professor Parke 
performed the same duty privately. I 
always dreaded to face an audience 
and especially to be criticised publicly, 
and so I thought 1 would write some¬ 
thing that would so interest them in 
the story of it that the critics would 
forget to notice the errors, and so I 
wrote ’Spartacus.’ When I had finish¬ 
ed declaiming it, the professor asked 
the committee if they had any sugges¬ 
tions to offer, and they said they had 
not, but Professor Parke told me pri¬ 
vately that there were errors that 
might be mentioned, but that he was 
glad I had made a departure from the 
old enstom of declaiming nothing but 
sermons and moral disquisitions and 
bad given them some rhetoric.” 

So the author of “Spartacus" was the 
first declaimer of It Little did .he 
think that he was the first of thou¬ 
sands of academic and collegiate 
youths on both sides of the sea to re¬ 
cite a composition of so humble origin. 
This bit of literary history 1> precious 
as coming from the Ups of this grand 
old man, and this interview wiU forev¬ 
er have a safe place in the treasure 
bouse of tbe writer’s memory.

Washington.—The Census Office lias 
announced the population of Greater 
New York (Manhattan and Bronx 
boroughs) as 2,060,600. The popula¬ 
tion of the borough of Manhattan is 
1,850,093, and that of the Bronx 200,- 
507. 

There are, besides the boroughs 
named, three other boroughs in Greater 
New York — Brooklyn, Queens and 
Richmond. When the census of 1890 
was taken the city of New York com¬ 
prised all of what is now the borough 
of Maniiattan and all of what is now 
the borough of Bronx, except the ter¬ 
ritory lying to the west of the East 
river, annexed on January 1, 1898. 

The population of New York City in 
1890 was 1,515,401. On June 1, 1900, 
the joint population of the boroughs 
of Manhattan and Bronx was 2,060,- 
600, reiiresenting an increase from 
1890 to 1900, including the annexed 
I territory above referred to, of 535,269, 
j or 35.33 per cent. 

The bureau of records of the Board 
! of Health, in its estimation of the pep- j 
i ulation of the city on July 1st. gave 
! these figures, based on the census of 
11890 and the census taken by the 
police five years ago: Manhattan, 

12,007,241; Bronx, 174,370; Brooklyn, 
1,267,158; Queens, 136,559; Rich¬ 
mond, 69,266; total, 3,664,594. While 
in this calculation there is a big differ¬ 
ence in the figures for Manhattan and 
Bronx, the total of the two apjiroaches 
the official figures, being 131,011 more 
than the actual count taken by the 
1 census enumerators.

WASHING THE FACE. 

' Directions for Doing It Thoroughly 
anil Scientiflcullv. 

This matter of washing the face ap. 
j iH*ars very simple, but It is the excep- 
i tion rather tbau the rule when it is 
i properly done, says Harper’s Bazar. 
Look at a piece of furniture and note 
tlie amount of dust aud dirt it will col¬ 
lect in a few hours, aud one may real¬ 
ize the quantity the face has to receive. 

It not only gathers up the minute par- 
tides of all kinds that float about in the 
house, but that, too, which is outside. 
There Is an old tradition that if one 
would preserve a delicate complexion, 
water should uot touch the face, tho 
skiu to be cleansed by rubbing it with 
a piece of flannel, which might suffice 
If the face was kept iu a glass case. 
The face needs hot water applied liber¬ 
ally to it with the hands, aud generally 
tlie use of a pure non-irritating soap 
will not come amiss. Wash cloths are 
often au abomination, as they are too 
seldom free from Impurities, and tlie 
same statement is true of sponges. They 
are left imperfectly cleansed from the 
soap that has beeu used aud are dried 
at the waslistand, when after every 
use they should be washed, boiled and 
hung in the air. I have often seen 
faces with muddy skins dotted with 
blackheads and pimples because Impu¬ 
rities from wash cloths and sponges 
bad beeu rubbed into the skin to its in¬ 
fection. i 

If the face is oily and filled with fine 
bluckheads, the latter can be removed 
by rubbing them with a soft cloth dip¬ 
ped In alcohol or In equal parts of co¬ 
logne and water; the latter will cleanse 
the face better tbau anything else, act¬ 
ing upou tlie skin as a gentle stimu¬ 
lant. The contact of the fingers with 
the face seems to have a vivifying ef¬ 
fect. It Is easy while thus dashing tlie 
water In the face to massage it aud to 
bring the blood to tlie surface. 

If, however, the face lias uot been 
carefully looked after iu the manner 
described, if the oily matter has beeu 
allowed to collect iu tlie glands aud en¬ 
large tlielr orifices aud the face is dot¬ 
ted with these unsightly accumula¬ 
tions, the work of getting rid of them 
is no easy matter. Some of the largest 
may be rubbed out with the soft cloth 
'dipped lu cologne and water, especially 
if tlie face is first steamed; but if this 
method is not sufficient, these remain¬ 
ing must be pressed out, one by one, 
using a watch key. Tlie hole of the 
key is pressed over tlie point, a quick 
pressure is made, and the contents of 
the gland pushed out. To allay the irri¬ 
tation the face should lie washed with 
very hot water after this, aud care 
should be taken that too many of the 
blackheads are uot removed at one 
time.

Vacuum Cow Milker# 

The invention here shown relates to 
a machine by which cows can be more 
rapidly milked than by the old method, 
aud the apparatus is adapted to be read¬ 
ily changed from one can to another. 
By fitting the cover tightly on a can 
an air-tight space is made in the in¬ 
terior, the only opening being through 
the milking tube and into the exhaust

apparatus. The four rubber cups are 
attached to the teats of the cow, and 
the air is exhausted from the interior 
of the can. This produces a vacuum 
and causes the rubber cups to take hold 
on the teats. The interior arrangement 
of the cup expands the teat and does 
not shut off the flow of milk. As the 
vacuum increases inside the can it 
starts the flow of milk, and a steady 
stream Is maintained from each teat 
until the supply is exhausted. Au in¬ 
dicating gauge Is attached to the cover 
to show tho amount of air exhausted 
from the can. W. R. Thntcher and N. 
W. Hussey, of Osknloosa, Iowa, are the 
inventors of this machine. 

Impottance of Lale Crop*. 

If farmers will consider that from one 
to three tons of cured provender may be 
grown ou an acre, anil they will take 
advantage of the summer season for so 
doing, they can greatly enlarge their 
capacity for feeding stock during win¬ 
ter. Hungarian grass is a crop that 
grows more rapidly than millet, and It 
is one of the most efficient weed de¬ 
stroyers known, even the Canada thistle 
being unable to make headway against 
It. As It *oon reaches the cutting stage 
of growth it will afford’two or more 
mowings, which will destroy any weeds 
that hsv* the -ability to compete with 
the crop. The stubble remaining over 
serve* to protect the soil during tbe 
winter. Rape may also ue cut two or 
three times, but requires good laud. 
I lie n:ie Is to turn steep on the 'rape, 
using hurdles, and make a profit ou the 
mutton. Cow-peas equal clover as a 
hay crop. Tlie plants also benefit the 
soil by storing nitrogen therein. Many 
advise the growing of cow-peas as a 
greeu manurial crop entirely, but it is 
more profitable to mow and cure for 
hay, as the manure will return to the 
soil that portion uot shipped to market 
in the forms of meat, milk or butter. 
The cow-pea shades the laud complete¬ 
ly when broadcasted and provides fa- 
vorablo conditions for the recuperation 
of the soil. Whether for hay or for 
plowing under any of the crops men¬ 
tioned the farmer should not permit his 
growing corn to take the whole of his 
time from tbe summer crops. 

Support for Tomatoes. 

Tomatoes need a benclillke support, 
so that the vines can spread out to the 
sun and air and yet be held up from

low. wooden support like that shown is 
placed at Intervals of eight feet along 
the row, and across tlie top is stretched 
two strips of twelve-inch wire poultry 
netting, leaving sp«c* between for 
plants to grow np through.

Here Is a description of process but¬ 
ter: “This butter is made from old, 
rancid and useless dairy butter, pur¬ 
chased from the country storekeepers 
in the States farther West and shipped 
lu old barrels, tobacco pails, shoe boxes, 
etc., which appetizing mess Is put 
through a process of boiling and reno¬ 
vating to remove the nauseating odors, 
and through other treatments which 
have brought it under the ban of the 
pure-food laws of several States, after 
which it is worked over in sweet butter¬ 
milk, which gives it temporarily a fair¬ 
ly clean flavor.” See that this stuff Is 
not worked off on you by your grocer. 
The “green” woods are full of It—New 
York Press. 

Measuring a Tree. 

Supposing a woodchopper la the 
Maine forest is told to get out a mast 
for a yacht He knows that he must 
find a tree which is straight for sixty 
feet below the branches. It would be 
very troublesome to climb tress and

I and then he cuts a pole, which, when 
I upright lu the ground, is exactly as tall 
I as himself. This he plants in the earth 
his own length from the end of hi» 
sixty feet. 

For example, if ho is six feet tall. ^ 
plants his six-foot pole fifty-four fcei 
from the tree. Then he lies down on 
his back, with bis head at the end of 
the line and his feet touching the pole, 
and sights over the top of it. n e 
knows that where his eyes touch the 
tree is almost exactly sixty feet from 
the ground.—Weekly Bouquet. 

A Perfect Winter Wheat. 

Up-to-date Farming tells what a per¬ 
fect winter wheat should be. It should 
mature early, as a few days delay in 
harvesting may give rust, blight or in¬ 
sects a chance to Injure the crop, and 
It must be prolific in yield. One vari 
ety will often produce twenty bushels 
or more above the yield of another op 
same soil and similar conditions, fi 
! should have a stiff straw to prevent tin 
-terns from falling or lodging before 
harvest, which will result only in 
shrunken nnd Imperfectly matured 
j grain. It must be hardy In winter, as 
some varieties winter kill much more 
than others, and it should have a thin 
skiu. Some kinds have so thick a skin 
that there will be several pounds more 
of bran and less of flour than with oth¬ 
er-thinner-skinned sorts, which makes 
them undesirable for the miller. Can 
aJl these qualities be combined in oue 
variety, and who will first offer such a 
variety to the public? 

Sellina Vegetable* by Welaht. 

The Retail Grocers’ Association of 
Cleveland, Ohio, has adopted a resolu¬ 
tion to hereafter sell all vegetables by 
weight, even In small quantities. This 
should be the rule everywhere, as It 
protects both buyer aud seller. We once 
ueard a huckster say that no man was 
fit for a peddler who could uot get forty 
quarts of string beans out of a bushel, 
and a clerk more anxious to please his 
customers than to serve bis employer 
will not get much more than three 
pecks out of the bushel. The legal 
weight for spinach, dandelions and beet 
greens there is twelve pounds to the 
bushel, but we have seen farmers pack 
fifteen or sixteen pounds in a bushel 
box, and have seen the retailer make 
two pounds fill a peck measure, which 
would give about eight pecks to the 
bushel box. 

Wisconsin’* Deep Well. 

Tbe well on the grounds of the Good 
Shepherd. In the town of Wauwatosa, 
Wli., has been bored to the depth of 
2,330 feet, one of the deepest wells in 
the world. The contractor has con¬ 
cluded that he cannot obtain a flowing 
well and therefore stops. The water 
rises within eighty feet of the surface, 
and ie toft limpid, of excellent quality 
for drinking, for washing or culinary 
purposes, nud Is in such abundance as 
to furnish water sufficient for the needs 
of 4,000 or 5,000 persons. The water 
will have to be pumped up by an en¬ 
gine, which will cost $500, aud then the 
institution will hava all the water It re¬ 
quires for a century to come. 

Cover* foi Hay Htack*. 

A farmer of Jewell County, Kansas, 
says the covers he made for Ills alfalfa 
liuy last fall cost hi- ?30, and that they 
preserved more ln.y than you could put 
in a tbousand-dollar barn. He sawed 
sixteeu-foot 2x4’s in two, bolted tbe 
ends together, placed them six feet 
apart over bis stacks and nailed on sid¬ 
ing, making a complete roof la six-foot 
panels. He bored holes lu the down- 
hanging ends of the 2x4’s and tied 
we'shts to them to keep the wind from 
blowing them off. His alfalfa comes 
out as green and bright as it was the 
day it wae put up. He says the covers 
paid for themselves this season, and 
they will last for years. 

Do Fowl* Need KxarciieY 

As fowls are ordinarily fed exercise 
is positively necessary to enable them 
to digest the food they take. A ration 
of grain In large part and other things 
in small part means that the fowls 
will have to develop muscle and energy 
to do the work of grinding. But It is 
possible to so feed the fowls that exer- 
cl»e will not be of any value. This Is 
shown by the French method of fatten¬ 
ing fowls. They are shut up in a cage 
and fed on a soft mash several times a 
day. They are given no room at all for 
exerclBe, yet keep perfectly healthy and 
develop meat and fat at a great rate. 

For the Horses. 

There Is a deal of horse energy ex¬ 
hausted In fighting files. 

Fresh, clean bedding is as welcome 
to the tired horse as to the tired, or 
hired, man. 

Water horses often as possible; a lit¬ 
tle at a time Is better than a deluge at 
long intervals. 

Better a shady out-door feeding and 
resting place at noon time than a filthy, 
hot, fly-infested stable. 

Sunlight and fresh air In the stable 
constitute a fine Insurance policy 
against sickness and death. 

It Is asking a deal of a farmer to do 
much currying <tf horses In the summer 
season, yet the more of it done the bet¬ 
ter for the horse. 

Work the horses easily for the first 
hour or so after eating. They can do 
their hardest work easiest after the last 
meal Is partly dlgeetad. 

It Is doubtful If any one little detail 
of farming pays better than keeping 
horse stables clean and sweet during 
the summer. And If kept flyless there 
is good profit In them. 

Olve a little water before feeding; 
even If horse Is warm; then give hag, 
and last good, dean oats; and give • 
good long nooning. Both mu and boost 
will do more and better wsrk for tt.

Will He Modeled After the Oxford, 
KiiKland, luntitutioii—P.uce TVhere 
American Workinuiueu May Let 
U>ur»ea of fc-tudy at Home. 


Two enthusiastic young Americans 
came over here, says a London corre¬ 
spondent, anil put their time and mon¬ 
ey into the establishment of a novel in¬ 
stitution that made a good many con¬ 
servative Englishmen smile. The Eng¬ 
lish workingmen, however, didn’t smile 
at all. hut concluded that the American 
idea was a good thing, and helped it 
along. It grew and grew until there 
was no doubt about its being a big suc¬ 
cess, and now, oddly enough, English 
workingmen are raising $20,000 In shil¬ 
lings and pennies to propagate in the 
United States the idea that originally 
came from there, and incidentally some 
of the English workingmen are kicking 
hard because their brethren are doing 
this thing. 

The idea was to establish a working¬ 
men’s college, to which a man might 
go or from which he might get courses 
of study at home. That sounded rather 
dreamy, like some of the economic 
ideas of John Ruskin, in whose name 
the work was taken up. But it devel¬ 
oped presently that it was not the in¬ 


And what are these halls to be like, 
and bow is this monumental scheme to 
be managed ? The best answer can be 
bad through some account of the pe¬ 
culiar features of the Kuskin Hall at 
Oxford. It is housed in an unpreten¬ 
tious. four-story structure that was at 
one time the residence of the fifth 
Duke of Marlborough, and was after¬ 
ward often visited by John Kuskin 
while a friend of his lived there. It is 
just beyond beautiful old St. John's 
College. 

To any one who visits it after revel¬ 
ing in all the luxury of thb ancient 
seats of learning scattered all around 
It, It looks bare indeed. Pine tables pre¬ 
dominate, and not many of the accom¬ 
panying chairs have backs. Workrooms 
and bedrooms are furnished in the ut¬ 
most simplicity. They have to be, for 
the total cost of residence, including 
board and lodging, is $2.50 a week, and 
the tuition and tutors' fees are 00 cents 
a week more. 

Perhaps the queerest feature of the 
whole thing, and a feature that is to 
be preserved in the United States, is 
that every student iu the hall is ex¬ 
pected to work two hours a day at 
cooking, housecleaning, etc., as no ser¬ 
vants are kept, and there are no women 
about the place. That Is how the cost 
of residence Is kept down to such a low 
figure. 

Although housework is not a part of 
the curriculum, the men soon become 
experts at It, and there is a growing 
suspicion at Ruskin Hall that a man 
can scrub a floor more effectively and 
more economically than a woman. I

tention to make struggling clerks and 
professional men out of well-paid la¬ 
borers: also, that it was not the inten¬ 
tion to give a foolish little smattering 
of culture, but merely to give working¬ 
men of whatever age or condition such 
instruction iu history, political econ¬ 
omy. tlie / principles of politics and the 
principles of labor movements, co-op¬ 
eration and similar things that would 
he of practical help to them in looking 
after their own interests. 

Ulie result was the establishment of 
Ruskin Hall at Oxford. A good deal 
was said auout it at the time, hut It 
was rather generally looked upon as 
a fad, and then forgotten except by 
those whh had some personal interest 
In il. But the applications for resi¬ 
dence in the hall at Oxford have from 
the tirst exceeded the limited accom¬ 
modations. and two more halls have 
lately been established in Birmingham, 
another at Manchester aud another at 
Birkenhead, mid others are to he start¬ 
ed soon. Furthermore, the number of 
students iu the correspondence courses 
Is already over 1,500, aud is increasing 
rapidly. 

To Be^iii in St. I*onis* 

Various English labor leaders fell in 
with the idea, and the suggestion seems 
to have come from some of them that it 
should l>e carried back to the Uuited 
Billies. In consequence, the general 
secretary of Ruskin Hall, H. B. Lees 
Smith, and two trained assistants, will 
go to St. Louis to establish a Ruskin 
llall there, of which Mr. Smith will he 
principal. They expect to branch out 
from there until In time every big city 
In the Uuited States has a branch of 
this unique college. Two prominent 
English labor leaders—C. W. Bower- 
man, Secretary of the London Society 
of Compositors, and James Sexton, 
Secretary of the National Dock Labor¬ 
ers' Union—have gone to the United 
States to talk with the labor leaders 
there and prepare the way for their 
co-operation. The $20,000 required to 
•tart the college in America has al¬ 
ready been guaranteed, and a good deal 
of it has been raised mostly from mem¬ 
bers of the correspondence class. It 
has been said that the British trades 
unions as a body have been backing 
the undertaking, but this is not the 
ease. 

The reason for making a beginning in 
Bt. Louis doubtless is that Walter 
Vrooman, who was the founder of the 
college and supplied the first of the 
money to start it, was a St Louis 
man, and was at one time active in 
polities and business there. He and his 
wife, a Baltimorean, who is interested 
as much In the new movement as tier 
husband, now live in Oxford, and give 
practically all their time to Kuskin 
ball, of whose council Mr. Vrooman 
la President 

It Is the Intention to open a hall In 
Bt Louis as much as possible Bice that 
hi Oxford, and to begin at once a cor¬ 
respondence school.

Principles of Poli¬ 
tics. intended to give to the student an 
insight into the workings of modern 
political machinery and an understand¬ 
ing of the Constitution and self-govern¬ 
ment The Labor Movement. Psychol¬ 
ogy especially as applied to habit, at¬ 
tention, reasoning, memory, emotion 
and instinct.

HINTS TO ECONOMY. 

grpIIEUE is a good deal of differ- j 

II euce between economy aud menu- ■ 
ness. The former is what should . 
be observed in every household, ana 
the latter is, to my mind, a positive Sin. , 
It Is with right economy that our talk . 
will lie about. 

When girls are first married they ; 
very often have no idea of economy, | 
and thus debts occur, and sooner or j 
later trouble is sure to follow. If you 
are sensible girls, insist on having a 
weekly allowance for housekeeping, 
and it must of course be in proportion 
your husband's income. Some girls “do 
not like” to make a daily Inspection 
of tlie larder, ami in this way they are 
very much to blame. As soon ns your 
husband has gone tc town, repair to 
the kitchen aud see what there is in the 
larder. Do uot allow anything to be 
wasted, and the scraps which perlinps 
you would not have served up for a 
meal for your husband will come in 
splendidly for your own aud your ser¬ 
vant's lunch. Very often pieces of 
bread collect in the breadbln. Once n 
week have these soaked in water, and 
when quite soft have them made into 
a bread pudding. This is delicious wheu 
nicely made. If you have crusts over, 
put them on a baking sheet in the oven 
and let them get quite brown, then 
with a rolling pin reduce them to 
crumbs, aud put In a stoppered bottle 
for use when game is in season. 

The washing bill Is often a serious 
Item, and In a small household should 
lie kept as low as possible. Soap Is an¬ 
other thing that comes expensive, and 
many girls make a mistake in using it 
as soon as it is bought. If you have 
no storeroom, you must use the top 
shelf of your kitchen dresser. Get two 
or three liars of good yellow soap at a 
time, cut them up in squares, and stand 
them upright, not touching one another. 
Do not use them for quite a month, and 
when you have used one liar lie sure 
to buy another to keep up the supply. 

Soda Is best bought in a quantity. Do 
not buy cheap foreign matches. It is 
best to buy butter in small quantities 
and often. There Is no economy In 
cheap meat, but you should go to a good 
butcher’s, and insist on having what 
you want. There are many other ways 
to lie economical, but space prevents 
enumerating them. 

Wom«n’a Lot in China# 

A woman's lot in China is not an en¬ 
viable one. She is uot received Into the 
world with Joy, and gets very little edu¬ 
cation. At 12 she is banished from all 
companionship to become “tbe young 
girl who sits in the house,” until her 
marriage, when she weds some one she 
lias never seen. Then she must obey 
her husband and her mother-in-law; 
she may not come into contact with 
men or the outside world; and, as a 
rule, she cannot read. She may, how¬ 
ever, receive ladles and return their 
calls. The patriarchal system Is so uni¬ 
versal that the father is a desiiotlc 
ruler over ills family, and a married 
woman becomes so entirely a part of 
her husband's family that she has to 
yield her obedience to her husband’s 
parent*, who frequently treat her more 
as a slave than a daughter-in-law. The 
doctrine inculcated in the Chinese 
classics is that a woman has three 
stages of obedience: First, to her fath¬ 
er; second, to her husband; and third, 
if her huliand dies, to her son when he 
reaches manhood. The laws established 
2.300 years ago are in favor to-day, and 
among them no rules are stricter than 
those for keeping the women in bond-

A Monk's Experiments In Air Flight 
In the Eleventh Century. 

Credible accounts exist of an English 
Benedictine monk. Oliver of Malmes¬ 
bury. In the eleventh century having 
tried to fly by precipitating himself 
from the height of a tower with the as¬ 
sistance of wings attached to^ls arms 
and his feet. It Is said ttaM^iavlng 
gone along a little way be Tell and 
broke his legs. He attributed Ills acci¬ 
dent to failure to provide his apparatus 
with a tall, which would have helped 
preserve his equilibrium and made bis 
descent a gentler oue. 

In the sixteenth century Leonardo da 
Vinci first demonstrated that a bird, 
which Is heavier than the air. sustains 
Itself, advances In the air. “by render¬ 
ing the fluid denser where It passes 
than where it does not pass.” In order 
to fly it has to fix Its point of support 
on the air. Its wings In the descend¬ 
ing stroke exert a pressure from above 
down, the reaetiou of which from be¬ 
low up forces the center of gravity of 
Its body to ascend at each instant to 
the height at which the bird wishes to 
maintain It. Some sketches which 
have come down to us prove that Leo¬ 
nardo occupied himself, like Oliver of 
Malmesbury, with giving man the pow¬ 
er to tty by the assistance of wings 
suitably tlxed to the body. 

We owe to Leonardo also the inven¬ 
tion of the parachute, which he de¬ 
scribed in the following terms: “If a 
man had a pavilion eaeli side of which 
was 15 braces wide and 12 braces high, 
lie might cast himself from any height 
whatever without fear of danger.” It 
may be said. too. of Leonardo da Vinci 
that he was the first to suggest the 
idea or the screw propeller.—Apple- 
tous’ popular Magazine.

PICTURE HANGING. 

Harmony Mast Hale, Even Though 
Uniformity Be Discarded. 
To-day no one hangs pictures lu pairs. 
The time when regularity of arrange- 
meat was considered the acme of ele. 
gance has vanished and In It* place has 
cornV a wild struggle after the unex¬ 
pected by those whose one Idea of artis¬ 
tic effect ls to have nothing match any¬ 
thing else. The weird result their ef¬ 
forts produce ls due to their failure to 
appreciate the fact that harmony, at 
least, must rule, even although uni¬ 
formity has been discarded. 

There must be a scheme to which the 
general tone of the pictures should con¬ 
form. A dark carbon must not hang 
close to an etching drawn In delicate 
lines and bordered by a broad white 
mat. If water colors, with their soft 
tints, elbow oil paintings, with their 
bolder tones, the former will be faded 
and the latter coarsened. 

Let It be grasped. In the first place, 
that certain things may go together, 
while others must be barred from the 
association. Etchings, photographs, 
drawings, some engravings, water col¬ 
ors, pastels, may be associated on 
friendly terms. Even then, however, 
there must be Judgment exercised in 
the way they are placed. Contrary to 
the natural Inclination, dark, heavily 
shaded pictures should always hang In 
the strongest light, but should, in some 
cases, seek a sheltered position, away 
from the glare of the windows. Near 
the light may hang the pictures in 
fainter tints, the subdued water colors, 
the line engravings, whose best points 
need Illumination. This order may 
sometimes be reversed when the corner 
farthest from the window shows a de¬ 
cided need of brightening by light pic¬ 
tures, but always the graduation of 
tints should be borne in mind. Just as 
In a well-planned room the darkest col¬ 
or ls found In the carpet, and melts 
from that through the shades In the 
curtains and furniture to the lightest 
nuance In the wall, so the lower pic¬ 
tures should be more somber In hue 
than the upper, and should lead the eye 
unconsciously from the deepest tone to 
the highest light.—Harper’s Bazar. 

BROKEN ENGAGEMENTS. 

What Sarah Grand Has to Say on the 
Subject. 

In discussing the subject of broken 
engagements Sarah Grand says: “It 
does not seem to me that there can be 
any doubt that tt ls justifiable to break 
off engagements only under special cir¬ 
cumstances which may threaten to 
bring unhappiness on the pair should 
they marry. At the same time I do not 
think that an engagement should be 
broken off for any but the most seri¬ 
ous reason; and 1 believe the contempt 
we feel and the stigma which attaches 
to the man of many engagements and 
to the girl who has broken off one after 
another are the Involuntary outcome of 
a knowledge of character.
